Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  1954. 

The  birth  rate  fell  sharply  from  the  figure  of  the  previous  year 
and  is  the  lowest  recorded  for  15  years.  There  is  no  obvious  reason 
for  this,  but  apart  from  last  year,  when  the  rate  showed  an  unexpect- 
ed rise,  the  birth  rate  has  fallen  steadily  since  the  peak  year  of  1947. 

However,  the  death  rate  has  also  fallen  and  this  is  the  second 
lowest  rate  recorded  for  25  years. 

The  Infant  Mortality  figures  show  the  fallacy  of  reporting  in 
rates  per  thousand  where  small  numbers  are  concerned.  The  rate 
per  thousand  live  births  shows  an  increase  to  19  compared  with  13 
in  the  previous  year,  but  this  is  entirely  due  to  the  fall  in  the  birth 
rate — the  actual  number  of  infant  deaths  being  the  same  as  in 
1954. 

The  causes  of  death  show  no  significant  alteration  from  recent 
years.  It  will  be  noticed  that  76  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  persons 
over  65  years  of  age. 

There  was  a substantial  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Infectious 
disease  particularly  in  Measles  and  Dysentery. 

The  Maternal  and  Child  Health  services  (controlled  by  the  West 
Riding  County  Council)  continued  successfully.  The  supplying  of 
National  Dried  Milk  and  Vitamin  supplements  was  transferred  to 
Local  Health  Authorities  in  July,  and  in  Heckmondwike  arrange= 
ments  were  made  for  these  substances  to  be  supplied  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Clinic  on  Tuesdays  (all  day)  and  Thursday  afternoons— 
the  latter  day  being  the  weekly  Infant  Welfare  Clinic.  These 
arrangements  have  worked  satisfactorily. 
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The  number  of  confinements  in  hospitals  and  maternity  homes 
showed  a slight  reduction.  73.3%  of  notified  births  occurred  in 
institutions,  compared  with  78.2%  in  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year,  the  West  Riding  County  Council  revised  the 
conditions  of  admission  to  Day  Nurseries  and  also  closed  a number. 
The  Day  Nursery  in  Heckmondwike  has  kept  open  but  the  revised 
conditions  of  admission  and  shorter  hours  of  opening  will  reduce  the 
number  of  children  in  attendance. 

The  Domestic  Help  Service  showed  a further  total  increase  in 
work  and  personnel,  although  there  was  a reduction  in  the  number 
of  Maternity  Cases  served. 

During  the  year  Dr.  Doreen  M.  Fisher  was  appointed  as  an 
additional  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer,  for  the  Heckmond- 
wike and  Batley  Health  Division.  Following  this  appointment,  Dr. 
Agnes  Jervis  ceased  her  service  as  part  time  Medical  Officer  to  the 
Ante=Natal  Clinic — thus  severing  an  association  of  20  years  with 
the  Health  services  of  Heckmondwike. 

The  services  of  the  Mental  Health  Social  Worker  are  shared 
with  a neighbouring  Division  and  her  work  has  increased  steadily 
during  the  year,  particularly  in  the  cases  of  Mental  Defectives 
under  Statutory  Supervision.  Successful  results  have  been 
obtained  in  finding  suitable  employment  for  some  of  these  patients. 

The  above  paragraphs  relate  chiefly  to  the  personal  aspect 
of  Public  Health.  During  the  year  much  attention  has  been  paid 
to  the  Environmental  services  as  a result  of  recent  legislation. 

As  the  result  of  an  order  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  under 
the  Milk  and  Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream  Act,  1950,  Heckmond- 
wike, was  included  in  an  area  within  which  only  designated  Milk 
could  be  sold  after  October  1st.  Thus  a further  step  forward  has> 
been  taken  in  the  prevention  of  Milk=bome  diseases. 

The  decontrol  of  Meat  marketing  in  July  is  noted  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  in  his  report  on  Inspection  and  Supervision 
of  Food,  but  no  administrative  action  was  required  from  the 
department. 
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The  problem  of  Atmospheric  pollution  has  received  increasing 
publicity  in  the  last  2 or  3 years,  and  new  legislation  on  this  subject 
is  now  awaited. 

The  most  important  legislation  of  the  year  has  been  the 
Housing,  Rents  and  Repairs  Act,  under  which  Local  Authorities 
have  been  asked  to  resume  their  full  powers  in  regard  to  slum 
clearance  and  housing  repairs.  I am  pleased  to  record  that  the 
Council  decided  to  allocate  40%  of  Council  House  lettings  to  the 
tenants  of  unfit  houses,  and  it  will  be  seen  from  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  report  that  a start  has  been  made  in  dealing  with  these 
houses.  The  proposals  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government,  together  with  the  survey  of  the  District 
involved  in  these  proposals,  will  require  a considerable  amount  of 
extra  work  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  It  is  hoped  that  the  next 
12  months  will  show  some  further  progress  in  getting  rid  of  the 
worst  houses  in  the  district. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  also  spent  much  time  and  work 
in  dealing  with  Rodent  Infestation,  and  the  work  done  in  co-opera- 
tion with  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  is 
described  in  detail  in  this  report,  along  with  many  other  activities 
of  the  Sanitary  Services,  which  are  so  essential  to  the  maintenance 
of  a healthy  standard  of  living,  but,  because  they  are  carried  on 
from  day  to  day  without  any  publicity,  are  all  too*  liable  to  be  taken 
for  granted. 

I am  once  again  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  Clark,  the  Council’s  Sani- 
tary Inspector  for  compiling  the  sections  dealing  with  the  Sanitary 
Services,  Refuse  Collection  and  disposal,  and  House  letting.  I 
have  also  to  thank  Miss  K.  Lister,  Chief  Clerk  in  the  Divisional 
Health  Office  for  her  assistance  in  the  production  of  this  report.

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Sewer  Infestation 

Prior  to  1952  it  had  been  found  that  the  number  of  infested 
manholes  in  the  District  appeared  to  increase  at  successive  main- 
tenance treatments,  and;  a treatment  carried  out  in  September, 
1952,  was  observed  by  Technical  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture and  Fisheries.  Certain  recommendations  were  made  as  to 
subsequent  treatments,  but  before  these  were  acted  upon  a sug- 
gestion was  made  that  the  system  might  be  used  as  one  of  three 
in  the  N.  Eastern  Area-  to  investigate  the  efficiency  of  sewer  treat- 
ments conducted  at  three  monthly  intervals  using  10%  zinc  phos- 
phide in  cooked  maize  directly  without  pre-baiting.

Comment 

(1)  The  wet  conditions  prevailing  at  a varying  number  of  man- 
holes each  time  prevent  an  accurate  comparison  of  the  num- 
ber of  manholes  at  which  bait  is  eaten.  Eleven  manholes 
showing  takes  at  the  test  1955  were  wet  at  the  test  1954  and 
might  have  been  infested  at  that  time. 
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(2)  It  is  known  that  bait  was  eaten  from  131  manholes  in  Sept- 
ember, 1952,  and  from  55  in  March,  1955.  The  amount  of 
poison  has  gradually  declined  during  the  two  years  and  signs 
of  rats  have  become  confined  to  the  central  areas  and  certain 
branches  only  in  the  outlying  districts. 

(3)  The  reduction  in  the  amount  of  bait  eaten  may  indicate  : — 

(a)  a reduction  in  the  rat  population  ; 

(b)  shyness  to  the  poison  bait. 

Cooked  maize  containing,  10%  zinc  phosphide  was  used  for  all 
treatments  and  the  bait  left  down  between  treatments.  From 
January,  1954,  baits  were  trodden  and  fresh  droppings  found

Discussion 

The  result  of  the  experiments  appears  to  be  generally  incon- 
clusive in  so  far  as  progressive  reduction  in  infestation  is  concerned. 
It  would  seem,  however,  that  the  quarterly  direct  poison  treatments 
have  been,  at  least,  no  less  effective  than  half-yearly  treatments 
using  pre-baiting  methods. 

Advantages  in  using  the  method  are  that  labour  difficulties 
are  more  easily  managed  and  other  essential  services  of  the  Council 
with  a small  staff  are  less  disrupted,  and,  on  general  calculation, 
costs  would  be  less. 
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The  results  of  experiments  carried  out  in  Districts  throughout 
the  country  are  to  be  examined  by  the  Technical  Branch  of  the 
Infestation  Control  Division,  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries, 
and  it  is  expected  that  an  indication  will  be  given  of  methods  to  be 
used  for  future  maintenance  treatments  of  sewer  infestation.

Smoke  Abatement 

Four  observations,  each  of  thirty  minutes  duration,  were  made 
of  factory  chimneys  in  the  District.  No  excessive  emission  of  black 
smoke  or  nuisance  was  noted. 

Smokeless  fuel  burning  grates  are  installed  in  all  houses 
erected  by  the  Council  but  unfortunately  it  would  appear  that 
smokeless  fuel  is  not  used  in  the  majority  of  cases.

Meat  and  Preserved  Food 

During  the  year  the  marketing  of  meat  became  decontrolled 
and  it  was  necessary  to  obtain  information  from  the  trade  as  to  the 
continuance  of  supplies  following  the  decontrol.
